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BACKGROT]ND

Funds appropriated through the Commission District Special Funds must provide
substantial benefit to the inhabitants of the County and are to support needs for all
Washoe County residents that are not previously budgeted.

The recipient must be a non-profit organization, created for religious, charitable or
educational purposes, or a governmental entity. Funds shall not provide any personal or
private benefit for the Commissioners, direction or indirectly benefit any campaign
efforts by a commission, violate Ethics in Government law, or be used to purchase tickets
to special events.

District 5 Commissioner has elected to support the following organizations in fiscal year
20t5-16

District 5:

Nevada Lands Council (NLC) [$5,OOO1

The grant will support a one-time cash donation of $4,000 and an annual yearly
Government Membership fee of $1,000. This membership includes the following: Being
updated on the latest land transfer information affecting Nevada, allowed access to NLC
resources located on the website, and be alerted when NLC events are taking place;
priority invitations to NLC events; eligibility for appointment to NLC Boards &
Committees; and pride in knowing that they are actively engaged in the federal land
transfer movement.

From the NLC website the Nevada Lands Council, established in20l6, is a non-profit
organization. "The Nevada Lands Council is a non-profit organization that was
established to provide the resources necessary to secure control offederal public lands
within the borders of Nevada by transferring their ownership and management to the
state." Their goal is to ensure that Nevadans, who know and truly care about our state,
will have an opportunity to manage the land in order to provide: 1) Heatthier air, water,
and wildlife; by supporting State land management to streamline processes that expedite
measures to enhance wildlife populations and ensure healthy air and water quality. 2)
Abundant, accessible outdoor recreation by supporting State management to help
conserve public land through good stewardship practices and responsible recreational
use. 3) Safe, vibrant communities by supporting State management that utilizes natural
resources to establish stable and vibrant economic communities.

2. The Board finds that with this grant they are supporting the NLC to help their efforts of
the transfer of public lands to Nevada and it is a historically significant undertaking and
